and endeavored to show tha: it was 
due to this system alone. that the 
previously men-;ioned evils‘ exist. He 
made: the statement that Socialism 
is the next step onward to. revolu- 
tion, and that once the Social 
Commonwealth was in existence all 
classes would disappear, and. with 
them’the many evils that afflict the 
Western world today.

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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Tegulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A’ homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, | son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date | of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

HON, PEARSON DEAD |RED DEER BOOSTED! The Alberta Budget 


Proprietor of the Halifax Chronicle 
Succumbs After Brief Illness. 


Halifax, Jan. 31.—For two months 
Hon. B. F. Pearson has lain on a 
bed from which his family and most 
of his friends..knew-he would never 
rise again. He died at 9.30 tonight, 
a victim of kidney trouble. Mr. 
Pearson was the proprictor of the 
Halifax Chronicle, but he was even 
better known as a great industrial 
promoter and as -a_public-spirited 
citizen. Had ‘he lived until next 
April he would have been 57 years 
old. He was born in Colchesten, the 
son of F. M. Pearson, twice a mem- 
ber of the Dominion House of Com- 
mons, and the great-grandson of Col. 
Pearson, a South Carolina United 
Empire Loyalis:. Hon. B. F. Pear- 
son entered provincial potitics in 
1901, as:member for Colchester, and 
at the time of his defeat last year 
was a member of the provincial gov- 
ernment. 

It was as a promoter of great in- 
dustrial and traction concerns that 
he was best known. It was he who 
promoted the Dominion Coal Co., 
when he was “9 years old, and six 
years later with H. M. Whitney, of 
Boston, and others he put through 
the Dominion Steel Co. A score 
of other big companies were organ- 
ised by him. 


Either Calgary or Cowley to 
Get New Ogilvie Mill to 
Be Built This Year 


‘Winnipeg, Jan. 30.—Cowley or Cal- 
gary, Alberta, will get the new Ogil- 
vie mill. This was given out at the 
company's office today by a minor 
official. Manager Black, in a long 
interview, failed to indicate the 
site. 

“It is unreasonable to expect the 
railways to move the whole of the 
past season's’ crop in Western Cana- 
da in a couple of months, and it is 
laying on them an impossible task,” 
said W. A. Black, general manager 
‘of the Ogilvie milling company, when 
interviewed this morning on _ his 
return from his western trip, during 
which he has been choosing the loca- 
tion for the new.3,000 barrel Ogilvie 
mill to be built thts summer. 

“The only solution of the problem 
is that the farmers must themselves 
provide storage capacity for, say. 
two-thirds of their annual crop, and 
market it gradually. The present 
system of threshing and attempting 
to market the orop at the same time 
;is a failure. Threshing gluts the 
market and bears down prices, and 
as long as it is attempted there 
will be congestion and car short- 
age and no end of troubles. 

ORIENTAL MARKET. 


“Tt was thought that after the 
Russo-Jap war an oriental market of 
great importance would come into ex- 
istence, but up to the present the 
outlook has been’ disappointing. 
; There has, as yet, been only a very 
narrow market for low grade flours, 
and though the trade has increased 
some this fall on account of famine 
conditions in parts of China, still 
the export trade in flour to the 
Orient is not of great importance.” 

“Will the further extension of the 
milling business’ help things?’’ he 
was asked, 

‘“‘We are building another mill be- 
cause we can already see a market 
for our output, but it must be borne 
in mind that the mill capacity of 
the west is already very great, im- 
mensely in excess of the demand for 
home consumption. The Ogilvie com- 
pany will increase its plant as con- 
ditions warrant. This new mill is to 
be the first jmportant addition to 
our plant for some time.” 

“You have not yet decided. on its 
location?’’ 

“T have no announcement to make, 


.{and shall not have until a mecting 


of the directors‘of the company. It 
may be some little time before a 
fiaal decision is reached.’’ 

“There is an immense amount of 
grain in the west yet unthreshed,” 
continued Mr. Black. ‘‘Not much less 
than 39,000,000 bushels, and I am 
doubtful if any of it will be avail- 
able for milling purposes. Some of 
it is stacked and some in stook. 

“It is hard to get_ experienced 
will come 
out and whether it will keep.’ 

‘(Have you hopes of the Hudson 
Bay road relieving the pressure east 
and west.’’ 

“TI believe in the construction of 
the road. It will open up a country 
rich in many resources. It will de- 
velop the immensely productive fish- 
eries of the bay, but as a_ grain 
route I have my doubts. That is, 
under present conditions. But, as 
I said before, if farmers stored their 
grain and marketed iz throughout the 
year a different and a much healthior 
complexion would be put on the grain 
trade. The crops could be easily 
transported to the consumer and 
much better prices would prevail.'’

Eramples Of ne 
‘Canada’s Growth 


(London, England, Standard) 

Mr. William Perkins. Bull, K.C., of 
Toronto, is now: in England on a 
brief visit... Readers of the “‘Stan- 
dard of Empire’’ will remember that 
the firm of Messrs. B, H. Bull and 
Son, of Brampton, Ontario, of which 
Mr. W. P. Bull is the head, possess; 
es the largest herd of Jersey cattle 
under the British flag. Mr. Bull 
does not confine his activities to one 
province, however. He is much inter- 
ested in the town of Red Deer, Al- 
berta, which is, be believes, destin:d 
to become an exceedingly important 
railway centre in the near future. 
Speaking at a banquet in his honor, 
given by the Red Deer Board of 
Trade in November last, Mr. Bull 
said: ‘‘Vthen one realises that any 
given engine can haul more tons of 
freight from Red Deer to the Pacific 
coast than the same engine can haul 
from any other spot east of the 
Rockies, onz understands why it i: 
that the Canadian Northern Railway 
should to-day have hundreds of men 
and teams pushing two distinct Red 
Deer branches, one running north and 
south, the other east and west. They 
cannot. change the contour of _ the 
continent, nor take away from you 
the immense advantage nature has 
given you in your six-tenths of 1 pe: 
cent. gradicnt through the Rockies 
to the coast. T congratulate you 
that the easiest railway route from 
the Atlincic to the Pacific between 
the North and South Poles is via 
Red Deer.” . 

In the course of a talk with onc 
of our representatives at the Ontar 
io Gove nment Office, Mr. Bull, Who 
is making the. Metropole Hotel his 
headquarters while in London, said, 
apropos of the letting of a contract 
by the Dominion government for the 
construction of a section of a hun 
dred miles of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way, that the governments of Mani 
toba, Ontario,. and the Dominion be- 
ing all Conservative would now work 
in unison for the development of the 
hitherto untouched @isirict stre ch- 


ing from Moose Factory and York 
Factory towards the West and 
South. 


“T went over the district by canoc 
and portage over twenty years ago 
before there was any thought ol 
settlement or railway depelopment. 
The soil is mostly one which lend: 
itself admirably to mixed farming. 
Owing to the fact that it is wel 
flooded and intersected by lakes 
and rivers, it is possibly the district 
of the whole of Canada which is 
best suited and will be most congen 
ial to the settlers from this country 
and Northern Europe. The country 
is rich in timber, minerals, fish ané 
game. he Muropean settler is fond 
of a variety of scenery. This he find: 
in Northern Ontario, and the soil is 
also to his taste.”’ 

CLYDESDALES FOR CANADA. 

Mr. Bull then spoke of his own 
firm’s stock farm at Brampton. ‘‘We 
are farming between 700 and 800 
acres,’’ he said. ‘‘Our stock travell- 
ed about 11,000 miles this year, at- 
tending the leading exhibitions and 
shows throughout Canada. We ex- 
hibited upwards of a hundred head 
at the various fairs. We have just 
shipped sixtcen registered Clydesdal- 
es from Scotland to the Brampton 
stock farm. Several of them were 
first prize animals at the leading 
shows in Great Britain. Recently I 
made a trip with a party of people, 
among whom was Mr. Henry Lyne, a 
large Wiltshire farmer. We visited 
the international fat stock show at 
Chicago, and ‘the Ontario winter 
show, and saw the leading stock 
breeders in Ontario, Manitoba and 
Alberta studying the live-stock con- 
ditions with special reference to the 
beef and mutton industries. As a 
consequence of that trip, Mr. Lyne 
is going to establish himself with the 
Little Bull ranches in Ontario and in 
Southern Alberta. These ranches 
comprise 13,000 acres, and will be de- 
voted not only to the growing of 
wheat but to the importation from 
Great Britain of Clydesdales, Short- 
horns, sheep, and generally to the 
breeding and raising of those classes 
of pedigree stock suited to the farm 
condi:.ions of Western Canada. 

“There are a number of packing 
plants in existence in Canada, but 
the country is not exporting as much 
meat as it should, or as it will do in 
the future, because its population is 
increasing so fast thar the lotal pro- 
duction is not increasing as quick as 
the demand. Toronto, Winnipeg and 
Calgary are the chief packing centres 
at present. 

“The railway development contin- 
ues a a greater pace than ever be- 
fore. Take as an example the town 
of Red Deer, which has hitherto been 
served only by the C.P.R. This year 
the Canadian Northern Railway will 
have two roads built right through 
the town, one, cast and wes, to tap 
the Red Deer coalfields, and the 
other north and south, competing 
with the existing Calgary and Ed- 
monton Railway, which is said to be 
the best paying stretch of 200 miles 
of railway in the Dominion. The 
Alberta Central has located its heaa- 
quarters there, and has acquircd 250 
acres at the south-east corner of 
the town for the offices and yards. 
It is at present building east and 
west from Red Deer, and has had 
its charter ex.ended by the Dom- 
inion Government to Hudson Bay. 

“The Canadian Pacifio is also con- 
structing another line into red Deer 
from Langdon. The reason that so 
much railway construction is centre- 


ing at Red Deer is that a gradient of | 
six-tenths of one per cent. has been- 


located from there to the Pacific 
coass, and that is the most favor- 


Premicr -Sifton was. no “doubt 
aware when giving his -budget speech 
of the impossibility of adequate crit- 
icism* withouz having the public ac- 
counts for the year before. one. He 
gives a statement of the. finances of 
1f11 backed up by a production’ of 
the public accounts for 1910 And 
the speaker ingeniously supports him 
by pointing out’ that if Mr. Sifton 
had, only made’ his budget specch be- 
fore Christmas instead’ of after the 
new year, it.would have been alright, 
and the accounts produced would 
have quite suited the speech. ‘Was 
ever anything more beautiful than 
the simplicity of the. speaker of the 
Alberta Icgislature? Also was ever 
anything more delightful than the 
spectacle of a prime minister who 
makes a budget speech relating to 
one year and produces public ac- 
counts relating to another? 

No account scems to, be taken of 
the liability of the province in th; 
A. & G. W. mixup. The premier 
persists in regarding that as ‘‘even- 
ing itsclf up,’’ though just how it 
will do so he hardly knows. In 
his estimates of expenditure for 1912, 
out of a total of ten millions odd he 
has about six and a half millions 
chargeable to capital account, and 
on the revenue side of the ssatement 
he figures $1,640,000 being the alleg- 
ed balance remaining out of seven 
million dollars borrowed by the 
province. It is pleasing to know 
that out of the ten millions to be 
spent by the Alberta government, 
Calgary is to get $125,000 to apply 
on a new court house, 

The Alberta government runs into 
large ffgures for an institution that 
does not own its own assets, and has 
managed to roll up bond liabilities 
to nearly fifteen millions, direct and 
indirect, in six years. If the par- 
ticulars of the budget can be ex- 
tracted they will be found to be 
very interesting indeed.

fewer Industrial Accidents 


High. y-two fatal and: one hundred 
and ninety-four non-fatal accidents 
:o. workpeople were recorded by th: 
Department of Labor during Decem- 
ber. This reoord shows a slight de- 
srease compared with the preceding 
month, and is much less\than in the 
same month of last year. In No- 
vember there were 286 utcident’s, fat- 
al and non-fatal, to individual work- 
men, and in December, 1910, there 
were 551 accidents. The chief disas- 
ers during the month were the suf- 
focating of three miners at. Middles- 
boro, B.C., in a chute of a mine, 
and an explosion in a powder fac- 
tory at Departure Bay, Vancouver, 
B.C., in which three men were killed. 
There were eleven killed in the rail- 
way service, and fourteen in mining. 
The largest number of non-fatal acci- 
dents occurred in the metal trades, 
in which forty-two were injured. 
Nine men were killed and thirty-one 
were injured in the building trades, 
in unusually high number for the 
month of December. There were 
twenty-six non-fatal accidents in tho 
railway service. .

Keen Debate on the New Bill Hf ‘the 


Legislature 


Edmonton, Alta., Feb. 2.—Practi- 
cally all of today’s sgssion of the 
legislature was taken up. in consider- 
ation in committee of the whole of 
acts regulating pool rooms and 
-theatres. 

Personal confessions were indulged 
in by some members during discus- 
sion in committee on act to regulate 
pool rooms. [t is framed to prevent 
gambling, gaming, wagering, or bet- 
ting of any kind, or throwing dice 
in or upon any premises used as a 
pool room, or posting up in such 
places of any bet. It also prohibits 
swearing in pool rooms and states 
that no drunken person shall be 
allowed in them. 

WILL APPLY TO CLUBS. 


By an amendment to the ac: made 
by ‘the committee, the bill will also 
apply to private clubs and to bil- 
liard rooms in Young Men's Christ: 
ian associations or kindred institu 
tions. Its application to clubs may 
again be changed however, before i 
is finally passed. . 

The first objection to the bill was 
raised by Bramley Moore, who said 
he did not see why a man should 
not be allowed to make a bet on his 
skill at a little game of billiards. 

Mr.Mitchell, attorney-general, said 
the bill was based on information 
which had come to the department 
from time to time, and was the re- 
sult of the experience of those who 
had to deal with such matters. 
More complaints had reached the de- 
partment in respect to, pool rooms 
than in regard to any other class 
of amusement or business carried or. 
in the province, and it had been de- 
cided that some regulations must be 
imposed. One of the chief causes 0! 
complaint was that there was @ 
great deal of gambling carried on. 
(Hear, hear). - ; 

Mr. Riley contended fhat the bil 
does not disable a man from makin: 
a bet, only he must not make it upor 
the premises of the pool room. 

Bramley Moore explained that hi 
was not a frequenter of pool rooms, 
but it seemed to him that — whil 
bets might be, made in the house:

my life worth compared with the in- 
terests of an empire? And,would not 
his sovereign be sutliciently powerful 
to protect him if he were implicated 
ip my taking off? Suppose I failed to 
send my wlessage at sea.

GRAIN ELEVATORS WILL BE 
ERECTED ON PACIFIC COAST. 

Ottawa, Feb. 5.—The deputation 
of western grain growers who are in 
the city, took up on Saturday with 
the government the question of the 
establishment of elevators at Van- 
couver to handle the west ‘bound 
trade and the cabinet is favorably 
disposed to the proposal. 

It was suggested that the govern- 
ment at first build one Glevator to 
hold a quarter million bushels, the 
initial cost to be $125,000, with 
other units or new elevators to be 
added as needed. It was pointed out 
by the grain growers that at present 
there is not a solitary elevator at 
Vancouver and the only way wheat 
can be shipped is by sack, which 
adds six cents a bushel to the cost. 
If there were elevators at Vancouver, 
it is claimed, a large amount of 
this year’s grain could be shipped 
west.
